Upland is today greatly inter- 
ested in zoning ordinances and 
their status in cities for lawyers 
are constantly issuing opinions 
and there are about as many on 
one side as on the other. 

Recently Deputy Council Phillip 
C. Storey of Los Angeles county 
issued a statement as follows: 
| Any business which is not a 


from any district, as it is held in 
the opinion this would be a de- 
privation of a person’s right of 
property. 

‘City ordinances seeking to 
interdict the presence of stores 
within residence districts of cities 
have generally been held uncon- 
stitutional by American courts as 
an unwarranted invasion of the 
right of private property, and not 
to be suffered under the guise of 
the police power,’’ the opinion 
states. 

‘Like municipal regulations in- 
terfering with private property 
rights and founded upon purely 
esthetic considerations are univer- 
sally held invalid.”’ 

According to Hugh R. Pomeroy, 
secretary of the Los Angeles 
County Regional Planning Com- 
mission the opinion of Council 
Sterry throws the entire subject 
of -zoning into eonfusion. The 
opinion of Counsel Sterry pointed 
out that certain municipal zoning 
ordinances have been invalidated, 
while others have been upheld. Of 
Counsel Sterry’s opinion Secre- 
tary Pomeroy says: 

“Your opinion enters into a 
general discussion of the exercise 
of police powers in its relation to 





the rights of the free use and 
enjoyment of property. Refer

Estimates or as Manager H. B. Harlow says, ‘‘the preliminary 
guess’’ as gathered by the member associations of the O. K. Ex- 
change totals 4800 cars of citrus fruit. The O. K. ships in the neigh- 
borhood of 83% of fruit in that district between Etiwanda on the 
east and the county line on the west and the other fifteen per cent.

all varieties of oranges and lemons.

The average 
motorist has learned, perhaps, by the 
experience of paying $40 or $50 for a 
new battery, that it pays to attend 
regularly to its filling and testing. 

He has learned, perhaps, through 
paying for new bearings for his motor 
that it pays to keep plenty of ofl in 
his crank case. f 

But it is the average motorist who 
does not realize the importance of 
chassis lubrication, because he never 
has realized sharply just what his neg- 
lect in this respect costs him. 

He is more apt, very humanly, to 
blame it upon the maker of the car, 
and tells his friends that his car has 
not “stood up” the way it should.

He served one term as commander 
of the Nebraska department of the 
American Legion, during which time 
certain legislation favored by the Le- 
gion was successfully enacted. He 
was active in securing the passage of 
a law establishing a $2,000,000 endow- 
ment fund, income from which 1s ex- 
pended by the American Legion in 
the state for the benefit of needy ex- 
service men. Interest in the affairs 
of the ex-service men of the nation 
is a deep concern of the Nebraska 
congressman and he expects to devote 
a great deal of time to the Legion’s 
program for rellef of disabled.

Alaska, with its other superlatives, 


has as its principal eastern boundary 
fone of the longest surveyed lines in the 
world—a line straighter than any crow 
could fly, extending for more than 600 
miles ever mountain and gorge, glacier 
and marsh and meadow, from within 
sight of the Pacific ocean in the south, 
straight north until It cuts the ice- 
crusted beach of the Arctic ocean. On 
the west of this imaginary line les 
Alaska; on the east, Canada; and until 
about a decade ago no one knew exact- 
ly where the one ended and the other 
began. The surveying of this line In 
the years just preceding the World 
war—the literal placing of Alaska on 
the map—constitutes an eple of ad- 
venture amid innumerable difficultles, 
as well as a notable enginecring 
achievement. 

The southern end of the boundary Is 
snow-topped Mount Saint Ellas, the 
giant among all nearby mountains. 
A ridge of this mountain is cut by the 
141st meridian which the treaty be- 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain names as the eastern boundary 
line of the greater part of Alaska, and 
the problem was to extend this merid- 
ian on the ground through the country 
to the north, From its southern sturt- 
ing point the line hurdles for 60 miles 
over the craggy ranges and the great 
glaciers of the Saint Elias alps. Then 
it strikes the White river in whose 
broad valley prospectors have lived for 
years tunneling into copper and gold 
ores and hoping for the «oming of the 
railroad, still 40 miles away to the 
west at Kennicott. 

The boundary line, in {ts northern 
progress, early leaves perpetual snow 
behind. Mt. Natazhat, just south of 
the White river, is the last stand of 
summer snow; and from there north- 
ward, even to the edge of the Arctic 
ocean, there is a season annually dur 
ing which no snow or ice is in evi- 
dence, 








Regions Full of Game. 
The White river marks a definite 
change in the character of the country, 


Just north of the stream are low, 
rolling hills, the favorite habitat of 
wild sheep. Farther one encounters 


low, lake-studded muskeg marshes, the 
home of numerous moose. These re- 
gions make up a paradise for hunts- 
men; caribou, sheep, moose and bear 
may be found at almost any season; 
and the streams seem alive with fish, 
The line passes the headwaters of the 
Tanana river, the Yukon's chief Alas- 
kan tributary, and then passes on to 
the Ladue river which also flows to 
the Yukon, but in the opposite direc- 
tion, through Canadian territory. 

At Forty Mile river the line passes 
through the first Important gold “dig 


gings” on the Alaskan side in the 
Yukon region and then a few miles 
farther on strikes the great Yukon 


river, “the Mississipp! of the North.” 
The town of Eagle, on the Yukon, lies

wide use of radio It was necessary to 
get telegraphic wires to stations on 
the line and to have time signals sent 
from astronomical observatories, In 
the southern part of the line a differ- 
ence of half a second would have 
meant the location of the boundary 
more than 300 feet from Its true posl- 
tion. It was necessary even to cor- 
rect the observations to compensate 
for the tiny lag in the passage of the 
electric current of the signals from its 
source to the surveyor. 


Surveyed by Joint Commission. 

Both the United States and Canada 
were vitally interested in the proper 
location of the 141)st meridian, and the 
work was therefore entrusted to a 
joint commission with members from 
the two countries, Work could be per 
formed only during the open summer 
seasons, and more than five years were 
required to complete the Job. Wherever 
there was timber, a vista 20 feet wide 
was cut through {t. Menuments, visi- 
ble from the adjacent ones on each 
side, were placed along the line not 
more than four miles apart. Finally 
a detailed map was made of a strip 
of country extending two miles on each 
side of the boundary. Kive-foot 
aluminum-bronze shafts set in a ton 
of concrete were placed at prominent 
river crossings and at main-traveied 
points. At less important points three- 
foot cones of metal were set In a 
lighter concrete base, 

In the survey of the 141st meridian 
probably greater obstacles had to be 
overcome than in most other surveys 
of recent times. The transportation 
of supplies and instruments was one of 
the major problems, The meridian 1s 


routes of water transportation-—-at the 
Yukon river, navigable by large river 
steamers, and at the Porcupine, on 
which small eraft may ply. lor more 
than 200 infles south of the Yukon, 
food, feed for horses, camp outfit, in- 


struments and personne! had to be 
carried for the most part on pack 
horses whether the way led over 


mountains, tundra, meadow or swamp, 
Two miles an hour was as great speed 
as could be counted on, and the horses 
could not be worked for more than a 
six-hour day.

COOL, REFRESHING VEGETABLES 

When the mercury is soaving up in 
the nineties, cooling dishes are the 
only ones that 
appeal to the ap 
petite, 

We must have 
vegetables to give 
our food the 
proper balance 
and if not hot 
and steaming, 
then it behooves us to find some way 
of making them appetizing without the 
heat, 

These vegetables may be prepared 
in the early part of the day and when 
Mnner time comes a steak may be 
broiled or a few chops and dinner 
getting ts a simple process, 

With the wealth of delicious vege 
tables to be found at ‘this season, one 
may have a palr for each dinner and 
never run low on ideas, 

Peas are such a delectable vegetable 
that they may be served often tn most 








them with cream, and serve In ripe to- 
mato baskets, This dish not only 
gratifies the eye but will prove satis 
fying to the palate, 

Peas in Asplc Jelly.—A pint of 
shelled peas will make six individual 
inolds, Cook the peas in just enough 
water to cover them, adding a_ tea- 
spoonful of sugar and a slice of onion; 
when tender drain and cool them, 
Soak one tablespoonful of gelatin in 
two tablespoonfuls of water, then add 
one and one-half cupfuls of nicely sea- 
soned meat stock, or canned bouillon, 
boiling hot. Stir until the gelatin {Is 
well dissolved, then strain and chill 
but do not let it come to the point of 
congealing. Add the peas and a table 
spoonful of chopped red pepper, stir 
occasionally until the jelly begins to 
thicken. Pour into molds wet with 
cold water and place on ice, Serve 
turned on sliced cucumbers dipped in 
French dressing or on water cress. 

Moysse of Peas.—Cook a pint of 
pes3 ag above, and when tender put 
through a sleve; add one cupful of 
thick white sauce, one tablespoonful of 
gelatin softened in cold water, one 
beaten egy, salt, paprika and white 
pepper to taste. When cool fold In a 
cupful of whipped cream and pour Into 
little ramekins to chill, When serving 
garnish with a point of whipped cream 
topped with minced parsley.

SCOUTS AID COMMUNITY 


A combination of scout good turns 
with an unforeseen and spectacular 
climax was rendered by the boy 
scouts of Macon, Ga., during the re- 
cent local gigantic celebration of the 
one hundredth anniversary of that 
city. 

In the history of Macon there had 
never been one parade unbroken by 
traffic until the recent ceremony when 
three parades took place within three 
days without a single interference—

During the last day of the pageant 
the scouts were put to the real test 
of “preparedness” when a _ bleacher 
| stand containing 500 people suddenly 
collapsed. A wave of horror arose 
from a crowd of 10,000 who witnessed 
! | the sight. Immediately a great rush 
& was sterted for the scene of the acci- 
dent. Panic was imminent. he 
scouts rose to the emergency immeédi- 
ately and took charge with a prompt- 
ness and efficiency that would haye 
done credit to the situation if it hid 
been rehearsed with the greatest at- 
tention to detail. Scattering them- 
selves in the crowd, a number of the 
boys quieted thé people and within a 
few minutes induced them to be seat- 
ed. Other scouts formed staff lines 
about the wrecked stand and the in- 
jured people, administered first aid, 
called ambulances and automobiles, 
and actually aided the doctors, for 
every scout, under headquarters’ in- 
struction, throughout the celebration 
carried his first-aid kit.

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TREE HEPIILINGE AS If LOOKS FORAY 
By ROBERT H. MOULTON 


VERY time the name of Andrew Jack- 

son comes up—and that is pretty often 
—the old controversy over his birth- 
place is sure to be revived. Every 
good American knows all about “Old 
Hickory’—or should know—except 
about the place of his birth. And un- 
certainty about his birthplace is nat- 
ural, inasmuch as It still is in dispute 
between the states of North and South 
Carolina, 

4 As to the rest, after service in the 
Revolution and a wild youth on the frontier, 
Andrew Jackson became a lawyer at Nashville, 
then in North Carolina. He served in the national 
house and senate, representing Tennessee. He 
defeated the Creeks and Seminoles in the War of 
1812 and his defeat of the British at New Orleans 
in 1815 was one of the decisive battles of American 
history, inasmuch as if Pakenham had captured 
New Orleans Great Britain would presumably 
never have let go of the mouth of the Mississippi. 
He was the first American governor of Florida 
(1821). He was the seventh president of the 
United States. His firm stand against nullification 





was red-headed and individual.

The birthplace controversy is a sort of double- 
barreled dispute. First there is the controversy 
over the house in which he was born—the Mce- 
Kemey home or the Crawford home. After this 
had apparently been settled in favor of the 
Crawford house, the next question was: Was the 
Crawford house in North Carolina or in South 
Carolina? , 

You see, Andrew Jackson’s father died and was 
buried close to the North Carolina-South Carolina 
state Hine. From the funeral Andrew’s mother 
went either to the home of her sister, Mrs. James 
Crawford or to the home of another sister, Mrs. 
George McKemey. And in one of these two 
houses Andrew was born. The two houses were 
only a few miles apart, but the Crawford place is 
now in South Carolina and the McKemey place in 
North Carolina, 

The truth is—or seems to be—that in 1767, the 
date of his birth, the line between the two states 
had not been permanently settled. It was not 
until 1815 that the boundary line dispute between 
the two states was settled at a conference between 
the governors at Greenville, S.C. That was the 
occasion of the historic remark of the governor of 
North Carolina to the governor of South Carolina, 
which {s even truer now than then. 

But if there is controversy over “Old Hickory’s” 
birthplace, there is recompense in the ‘“Hermit- 
age,’ where he lived and died—the picturesque 
historical home is just as its owner and builder 
left it. 

Of all the historical homes in the United States 
none is more picturesque or of more interest than 
the “Hermitage.” It Hes within twelve miles of 
Nashville, Tennessee, on a road that runs through 
a rich, rolling plain, dotted with great oaks rising 
out of grassy meadows, the fields bordered with 
wild flowers. 

Jackson's holdings comprised about 1,000 acres, 
and his land was some of the finest in Tennessee, 
He was evidently a good farmer, for there are 
records of his accovuts among the papers of the 
“Hermitage.” The great barn which he built while 
he was yet President of the United States Is still 
standing. It is situated on a knoll some distance 
back from the house. 

President Jackson bought this property about 
the time that Thomas Jefferson first took his seat 
as President of the United States. It was the be 
ginning of the century, and the house which he tirst 
built upon it, away back In 1804, is still standing. 
dt Is a one-story-and-attie log cabin, with a red 
brick ehimney at one end and a roof of rough 
shingles. It was there that Jackson lived in 18085, 
There was his home when he fought the battle of 
‘New Orleans In 1815. And there he and his wife 
spent some of the happiest years of their lives, 

The “Hermituge”’ proper is the house which 
Andrew Jackson built in 1885 when he was still 
‘President. The site where it stands was selected 
in 1819, and a home was built there of brick made 
on the place. It was in that home that Lufayette 
was entertained, and there Mrs, Rachel Jackson, 
the wife of the general, lived until she died Just 
after her husband was elected President. The 
clothes which she expected to wear at the White 
House receptions had been made, but she passed 
away on the eve of his departure for his Inaugura- 
tlon, That house was burned in 1882, and Jackson 
{immediately rebuilt it as It now stands, laying out 
the grounds as they are today,

front door. The stem of the guitar is the driveway, 
which is bordered by magnificent cedars set close 
together. Where the body of the guitar begins 
there are flowers and trees of many kinds rising 
out of a lawn of the greenest green. All the trees 
and plants were set out by Jackson. 

The “liermitage’ is a great old-fashioned red 
brick of colonial style with wide verandas on 
the front and rear. The house is about 100 feet 
front, with six tall columns in front of the porches, 
The windows are large, and each has panes of 10 
by 12 glass. The entrance is in the center of the 
building, and a wide hallway runs through the 
middle of the house on both floors, This hall Is so 
large that a wagon lond of hay could be driven 
through it without touching the sides. 

At the back of the hall a mahogany stairway 
winds its way to the second floor, At the right as 
you enter is another hall upon which are Jackson's 
bedroom and library, while at the left are the 
parlors, which communicate with each other, The 
dining room, which is by far the largest room of 
the house, is beyond these, reached by a door from 
the veranda. 

The bedroom of one of the greatest presidents 
is in the same condition today as it was when he 
occupied it. The same pictures ‘are on the walls, 
the same bedelothes on the bed, even to the white 
counterpane, Imagine a room twenty feet square 
with a great mahogany four-poster bed at the end 
of it. At the left of the bed are three little steps, 
and the mattresses with the great feather tick on 
top are so high that one must climb the steps to 
get Into it, Those very steps were used by “Old 
Hickory.” 

The love of Andrew Jackson surpassed that of 
ordinary men. It shines ort overywhere about the 
“Hermitage.” There are paintings of Mrs, Jackson 
in almost every room and he had medallions and 
other remembrances of her. In his bedroom Is an 
oil painting of her, so placed that he saw It first 
on entering and so that It met his eyes the last 
thing at night and greeted them when he first 
opened them in the morning. 

We have all read the story of his marriage, of 
how he protected her from her drunken first hus- 
band, a Lewis Robards, and how he married her 
in 1790 after Robards was SelHeved by both to 
have obtained a divorcee, There was a_ great 
scandal connected with the affatr, Jackson married 
her again tn 17938 when the divorcee was actually 
decreed and he lived thirty-five: happy years with 
her before she died, During his life he was so 
devoted to her and her memory that he was said 
to have a pistol always ready for any one who 
dared to spenk slightingly of her and those who did 
so were only forgiven by him when he came to die, 

In his duel with Dickinson, Jackson was wholly 
justified according to the standards of the day. 
Dickinson, who was eager for political recognition, 
publicly branded Jackson as a coward and at- 
tacked the reputation of Jackson's wife. Dickinson 
was a famous marksman and had killed his man, 
Jackson was a poor shot, The duel was on Ken- 
tucky soil, Dickinson fired first and shot to kill. 
When Jackson did not fall Dickinson was amazed 
and possibly a bit terrified. He stepped back from 
the mark. ‘The seconds ordered him to take his 
position again, Jackson took deliberate aim and 
fired. Dickinson fell, shot through the breast, and 
died that night, Jackson walked off the fleld slowly 
and without any signs of emotion. Not until sev-

The nation wanted Jackson for president in 
1824. He got the highest vote in the electoral col- 
lege, but not a majority, and the house of repre- 
sentatives, through a combination between Adams 
and Clay, made John Quincy Adams president. 
That soured Jackson and he resigned from the 
senate. He began to lay his plans for the next 


only woman who had this glory near her who had 
no ambition to attain it, She begged the general 
to eschew politics, to return to the “Hermitage” 
and enjoy peace and quietude for the rest of 
their lives. He promised to do so, and sincerely 
endeavored to fulfill his promise, but the attacks 
that were made upon him by the opposition grad- 
ually wenkened his resolution and he was drawn 
back into the fight. The day in 1828 that word 
came to the “Hermitage” that Andrew Jackson 
had been elected president of the United States 
was one of the saddest in all the life of Mrs. 
Jackson. She dled a few days later. “Old Hick- 
ory” went to Washington. A few months later he 
was Inaugurated as president of the United States. 
But it was a grief-stricken man who took the oath 
of office. 

In the old-fashioned garden of the “Hermitage” 
which, with {ts flower beds surrounded by their 
little brick walls, is kept today just as It was, and 
at the back of it, shaded by great magnolia trees, 
we find the Jackson tomb. It is a little temple 
ending In a dome, below which stands a pyramidal 
monument. On one side of this monument under 
a slab He the remains of Andrew Jackson and on 
the other, under a similar slab, those of his wife. 
The grave of Jackson has an Inscription of but 
three lines. They are:
